Oz 29/0, by her molt ſecret and hidden 
m8 malice brought him into the world 
withour any terrible remark of his 
portentous Life, neither Comets,nor 
Earthquakes,nor ſuch like Violences of Natureguſhere 
ingoraccompanying Him,tothe declaring and point- 
ing our, that the Scourge of the Eg/iſh Empire and 
Nation was now boin; as ſhe did by indifcernible 
Methods train him up to the poſſeſſion of the Throne, 
and as ſecretly and cunningly, after all his bloody 
and moſt nefarious ations, ſhift him ont of ir, and 
with a blaſt of her ſpent Fury, curned him into his 
wilh'd for Grave. | 
Nor did ſhe midwifchim into this light, which he 
ſo horribly polluted, by any unuſual preternacural or 
monRrous wayy not with Teeth or Heels forward, or 
long Hair, not with any marksupon his Fleſh, as is 
Roried of Fulixy (afar, our Richard the Third, and 
others z nor were there any preſavious dreams or fears 
ful divinazions of his Mother wheo (hg was impprege 
nare

nate with him, as is mentioned of ſeveral, who haye 
proved like him to be the deſtrution and common. 
Enemies of Mankind, 

None of all theſe Signs revealed or diſcovered the 
abſtruſe, and moſtreſerved deep and myſterious For- 
rune of this perſon, The Subtlecies, Arts,and Policies of 
his deftiny, potently and irrefiſtibly conſpiring with 
his as cloſe Treaſons and diflembled Treacheries, to 
the ruin and overthrow of this Church and State, 
ſingly and inſenſibly accompliſhed by the mean and 
unobſerved Hand of this bold and peryurious poli-

Eyery thing hath its good and evil Angel to at=- 
tend or haunt it, and that grand and happy revoluti- 
on was to be affii&ted and. perfecured by this Fury to, 
an almoſt difſolucion of its well compoſed,unitedgand 
eſtabliſhed Frame, 

He was born and deſcended of a very ancient 
Knightly Family of his Name inthe County of Haz 
tingdon, where for many ages they haye had a yery 
large and |}-:ntiful parrimony z ic will ſuffice there= 
fore to reduce -him from no further originals than 
Sir Hewry Cromwel his Grandfather, a Gentleman 
| : highly 
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(rr) 
highly honoured and beloved both in Court and 
Gountry,who had iſſue Sir O/zver his eldeſt Son, Hen- 
ry, Robert, Richard, and Sir Philip the youngeſt, 
(whoſe Son upon ſuſpicion of poyſoning his Maſtera 
Lawyer, was accuſed thereupon and convicted, and 
hanged ſome 37 years ago.) This onr Ol/zver Crome 
wel was Son of Mr, Reb, Crommwel the third Son of Sir 
Henry, a Gentleman who went no leſs in cfteem and 
reputation than any of his Anceſtors, for his perſonal 
worth, till hisvnfortunare production of this his Son 
and Heir,whom he had by his wife Elizabet5 Steward 
the Neeceof Sir Robert Steward, a Gentleman of 2 
competent Fortune in that Country,but of ſuch a ma« 
lien effect on the courſe of this his Nephews Life, :$ 
hereafter ſhall be declared : that if all the Lands he 
eave him, ( as ſome were Fenny Ground ) had been 
rrecoverably loſt and deluged, by any acc:dent or dif. 
aſter whatſoever, it might have paſt for a moſt propi= 
ti2us providential prevention of that dire miſchic| 
and miſeriesthat Eftate occaſionecs, 

He was born April the 25th, in St.Johns Parith in 
the Town of Hantrzgdon, and was Chriftned inthat 
Church the 29th. of the ſame Month Anno Domini 
1599, Where Sir Oliver Cromwel his Uncle gave him 
his namegbeing received into the boſome of the Church 
by her Rightsand Ceremonies, both which he afcere 
wards rentand tore, and ungraciouſly, impioully ane 
pulled and renounced. 

From his Infancy to his Childhood, he was of a 
croſs and pcevilh diſpoſition, which, being humoured 
by the fondneſs of his Mother, made thatrcugh and 
jintraRable cemper more robuſt and outragious in his

inſtruRted in : So that his main policy was 2 radical 
and original Hypocrifie, which growing up with him, 
could nor bur be at laſt after ſo many years of Experi-

From this A.B.C, Diſcipline and the {lighted Go- 
vernance of a Miſtreſs, his Father removed him co the 
Tuition of Dr Beard Schoo!-maſter of the Free-School 
of that Town: where his Book began co perſecuce him, 
and Learning to Commence hisgreat and irreconcile- 
able Enemy; for his Miſter honeſtly and ſeverely 
obſerving that, and others his Fanlts ( which like 
Weeds, ({prung our of his rank and uncuicivable na. 
eure ) did by Correftion hope to berter his manners 3 
and wich a diligent Hand, and carefal Eye, to hinder 
the thick growth of thoſe Vices, which were fo pre- 
dominant and vifible in him : yer though herein he 
ereſpaſſed upon thac reſpe& and lenity dueand uiual 
to Children of his Birth and quality ; he preyailedno=- 
thing againſt his obſtinate and perverſe inclination, 
The Learning and Civility he had, co ning upon him . 
like fits of Enthasfaſme, now a hard Student fora 
week or two, and then a Truant or Ot:oſs for twice as 
many Months; of no ſettled conflancy ; the very 
Fcnour and mode of his future Life cill tus grand ate 
tainment, 

Amoneſt thereſt of thoſe ill qualities which fraftz- 
#ted in him ac this Age, He was very notorious for 
rebbing of Orchard:; a pxerilecrime,and an ordins- 
ry creſpaſs, but grown'ſo ſcandaſous and 1nyurious ”

the frequent ſpoyls and damages of Trees, breakingof 
Hedges and Incloſures, committed by this Applce 
Dragon, that many ſolemn Complaints were made 
both to his Father and Maiter for redreſs thereof 3 
which miſſed not their ſatisfaction and expiation our 
of his hide, on which ſo much pains were loft, thar, 
that very offence ripened in him afterwards to the 
throwing down of all boundaries of Law or Conſci-

From this, he paſſed untoanother more manly theft, 
the robbing of Doye-houſes, ſealing the young Pid- 
geons, and eating and merchandizing of themz and 
that ſo pnbliquely,that he became dreadfully ſuſpeRt co 
all the adjacent Country : And this was an unhappy 
alluſory Owe of his after Actions, when he Robb'd 
the King his Soveraign of his Innocence and Vitraes, 
and proſtitured them co the People and Souldiery, and 
made the World about him afraid of his Villanies, 
*Twas at this time of his Adoleſcency, that he 
Dreamed,or a Familiar rather inftinQed him andpug 
it into his Head,that He ſhould be King of Exglapt ; 
for it cannot be conceived, that now there ſhatild be 
any fuch neer reſemblance of crurh in Dreams and 
Divinations ( beſides the Confidegee, wi:h which he 
repeated it, and the difficulty to inake him forget the 
Arrogant Conceit and opinionated pride he had of 
himſelf, doth ſeem to evince, it was ſome impulſeof 2 
Spirit) ſince they haye ceaſed long ago.

It was not- long after his Deaths & re Oliver wes. 
ry of the muſes, and that ſtrict conſe of life (chough 
he gave latitude enough to it in his wild alleys and 
flyings out) abandoned the Univerficy, andreturned 
home, ſaluted with the Name of young Mr,Cromwel 
now in the room andplace of his Facher 3 which how 
he became, hisuncontrouled debaucheries did publick- 
ly declare ; for Drinking, Wenching,and the ljke out- 
rages of licentious youth, none ſo infan'd as this 
young Tarquix, who would nor be contraried in his 
Luſts,in the very ſtrain and to the exceſ$of thatRegal

Theſe pranks made his Mother adviſe with her (elf 
and his friends, what ſhe ſhould do with him, to re-

well, ſhat up your Dores : for he made it no Paunitilio 
to invite his Royſters toa Barrel of Drink, and give 
it them at the charge of his Hoſt, and in ſatisfaRtion 
thereof either bear him, or break his Windows, if he 
offered any ſhew, or gave ary look or ſign cf refuſal 
or diſcontent, 

His Luſtful wantonnefles were noleſs predominant 
than the other unruly appetites of his mind; that 
there might no vice bewanting to make his Life a 
[1fteme of Iniquity : the publique, open and more ins ' 
oenious valeneſſes of his Youth, becoming the ſeyeral 
dangerous and cruel Yilanies of his Old Age, it be- 
ingnow his rude cuſtom, to ſeize upon all women he 
met in his way on the road,and perforceraviſha kiſs, 
or ſome lewder ſatisfaRtion from them : and if any re 
fiſtance were: made by their Company, then to 
vindicate and allay this violence and heat of his 
blood, with the lerting out of theirs, whoſe defence of 
their Friends Honour, and Chaſtity, innocently in- 
gaged them, Andche ſame riots was he guilty of a» 
eainſt any who would not give him the wayg ſo that 
he wasa Rebel in Manners, long before he was a Be= 
tial in Policy, | 

I am loath to be too [arge in ſuch particulars hich 
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may render me ſuſpe& of belying him, out of preju- 
dice or reyenge ; but TI hayeheardic confirmed ſo of- 
ren from knowing perſons,and the ſtories made uſe of 
by his Party, who did thereby. magnific his Conyer= 
fion, making him thus dear and precious unto God, 
chat [ was obliged to mention chem, partly as dve to 
this Memoir of him, which precends to an exact Blo. | 
graphy, as well in che minuce and ſmall beginnings, 
as in the grand and molt important Events of his 
Life ; and partly to ſet hins as a remarque againſt all 
Satanical deluſions of Inſtantaneous Sanity 3 with 
which yet at this very day the World is bewirtched, 
though they have ſcen in him the Tragical, and eyen 
Diabolical cff-Rs of his Religious Auſterity, 

Oaly one thing I may not omit : by theſe lewd a- 
Rions he had ſo alienated the affe ions of his Uncle 
and Godfather Sir Olzver Cromwel,chat he could nor 
endure the fight of him, having in his own preſence in 
the great Ha'! of his H nſe, where he magnificently 
rreaced King Famerart hisaffumprion tothe Crown of 
England, in a Chriſtmas time,, ( which was always 
highly obſeryed by him by Feaſting, and keeping 
pen houſe ) played this unhand/ome and unſeemly 
trick or frolick ; with the Relation of whichthe Rea» 
Cer will be pleated ro indulge me, becauſe I have ſeen ic 
r'accounted by a Worthy and Learned hand, 

I: was Sir Oliver's Cuſtome in that Feſtiyal, to 
entertain in his H uſe a Maſter of Miſ-ruleor the Re- 
vels, to make mirch for the Gueſts, and co direct the 
Dances and the Muſick, and generally all manner of 
Sports and Gambols ; this fellow, Mr.Cromwel ha- 
ving beſmeared his own Clothsand hands with Sur- 
reverence, accolts in the midft of a frisxing Dance, 
and ſo grimed him arid others upon every turn, that 


ſuch a ſtink was raiſed, that the SpeQtators could 
hardly

hardly endure the Room z whereupon the ſaid Maz 
ſer of Miſ-rule perceiving the matter, cauſed him to 
be laid hold on, and by his command to be thrown 
inco a Pond acj»yning to the Houſe, and there to be 
ſou *d over head andeats, and rinced of that filchand 


_ pollution Ricking ro him 3 which was accordingly 


executed, Sir Oliver ſuffering his Nephew toundergo 
the punithment of his unmannerly folly, 

B this rime,and by theſe ways 0/iver had run him- 
ſelf our of that lictle patrimony he had, and brovght 
his Mother co the ſame near Ruin; when taking 2 
ſad proſpeR, from the brink of this deſtruRion,of his 
preſenc deſperate condirion, a giddy inſpiration ſeize 
ed him, andall of a ſudden ſo ſeemed to change and 
invert him, that he now became the wonder, who juſt 
before was the hiſſing and ſcorn of all peoples And 
that this Converſion might ſeem true and real,he ma« 
nifeſted it with the Publican firſt in che Temple, (che 
Church) which he deyoutly and conſtantly frequents 
ed, affecting the Companies and Diſcourſes of Or- 
thodox Divines, no way given to that Schiſme of Non= 
Conformity ; into which Oliver ſoon afcer fell, not 
out of Sedufion and Ienorance,but Sedition,and Ma- 
lice, and creaſonable defign, 

But this appearance of ſuch a Reformation in him 

{ as he no doubr forecaſt it) did effeRually conduce to 
his preſent purpoſe for theſe Reverend Divines, 
glad of the recurn of this Prodigal,made 1t their btſt= 
neſs to havehim received arid welcomed with the far- 
red Calf, ro remove the prejudices that lye up5n th2 
obj-Red narrowneſs of Chriſtianity : and therefore 
ſeverally'8 joyntly they deal wich Sir Robert Steward 
his Uncle ( for Sir Olzver would by no means hear of 
himas being affured and confirmed againſt him gnt of 
ſome good hints certainly of his own obſeryarion) to 
B > ' take 
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take him into his favour: & did at laſt preyail ſo upon 
him, that he declared himhis Heir, and,dying ſoon 
afterglcfc himan Eſtate of four or five hundred pounds 
a year gwhich being got and obtained by ſo impious a 
praciſe,a kind of inverted Sy99»y,to purchaſe Lands 
by Counterfeit Gifts and Graces, could not eſcape the 
canker of Sacriledg ; tut in few yearts mouldred away 
piece-meal, nothing at all remaining thereof bue a 
T hatcht Houſe, wich ſome Lands of Forty or fifty 
poundsa year, in a Town called Fe/ls, within four 
miles of #/:ſbitch in the Iſle of Ely, 

In the Interval of this Eſtate, having ſerved him- 
ſelfof choſe Venerable Divines, he fell in with ſome 
of the preciſer ſort ; began to ſhew hirbſelf ac Le» 
ures, to entertain ſuch Preachers at his houſe, ro 
Countenance that way, and be yery Z:alous in all 
meetings of ſuch People, which then began to befre - 
quent and numerous; and to exerciſe with them by 
Piaying and the like ; to eſtrange himſelf from thoſe 
his benefaftors; and at laſt to appear a publique 
Diſſentor from the Diſcipline of the Chorch of Exg- 
land, He had matched, a little before, upon the ac=- 
count of this eſtate in Reverſion, with a Kinſwoman 
of Mr. Hambdens, and Mr, Goodwins of Buckin- 
£hamsſhire, by Name Elizabeth, Daughter of one 
Sir James Bowcher , whom he trained up and made 
the waiting Woman of his Providences, and Lady- 
rampant of his ſucceſsful greatnels , which ſhe perſo- 
nated afterwards as Imperioufly as himſelf; ſo did the 
[ncubus of his B:d make her partaker too in the plea« 
ſures of the Throxe. Theſe Men eminent for Purita- 
viſm, together with their Preachers ſer him up asthe 
prime man of hiscountyy for Religion, Integrity, and 
and true Godlineſs, \ \ | 

But his Eſtate (ill decaying, he berook himſelf 
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laſt to a Farm, being parcel of the Royalty of St, Ives; 
where heintended to Husband ir, and ery what could 
be done by endeayour, fince nothing( as yet) ſucceed = 
ed by defign: and accordingly, took ſervants , and 
bought him all Ucenſils and Materiais, as Plonghs , 
Carts, @c. and the better to proſper his own and his 
Mens Labour, every morning before they ſtirred out, 
the Family was called together to prayers, at which 
Exerciſe, very often, they continued ſo long, that it 
was nine of the Clock in the morning before they be- 
gan their work 3 which aukward beginning of theic 
Labour ſorted with a very ſorry Iſſue; for the effet 
of thoſe prayers was, that the Hinds and Plownen 
ſecing this zeal oftheir Maſter , which diſpenſed with 
the proficable and moſt commodious part of che Day 
for th:ir labour, thought they might borrow the other 
part for their pleaſure z and therefore commonly they 
went to plough with a pack of Cards in their Pockets, 
and having turned up two or three Furrows, (et them= 
ſelves down to game till dinner time; when they re- 
turned t5 the ſecond part of their Devotion, and 
meaſured oura goodjpart of the afternoon witaDinner, 
and arepetitionof ſome Market L:&ture that had been 
preached the day before, And thar little work thac 
was done , was done ſo negligently and by halves , 
thac ſcarce half a Crop ever reared it ſelf upon his 
Grounds ; ſo that he was(fcer five years time) glad 
to abandon it, 'and get a friend of his to be the Tee 
nan: for the remainder of his time, 

During his continuance here, he was grown (that 
15 precended to be ) ſo juſt, and of ſo ſcrupulous a Con- 
ſcience,that having ſome years before won 30, pounds 
of one Mr, Caltox at play mzcting him accidentally, 
he d:{1+ e him ro come home with him and to receive 
his money, telling him chat he ha#fgat it by indirect 
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and unlawful mear:s, and that it would be a fin in 
him to detain it any longet; and did really pay the 
Gentleman the faid thirty pounds back again, 

Now was he therefore thinking of cranſporting 
himſelf and his Family into New-Ezpland, a recef» 
tacle of the Payritay, who flocked thither amin, for 
Liberty of Conſcience: But he indeed , for that his 
purſe and credit wete ſo exhauſted that he could no 
longer (tay here, Which reſolution he had taken up 
before the Eſtate of his Uncle fell ro him, and was put 
aſide ir, by che awplicude of that Fortune to maintain 
him here : and thar at laſt(thovgh waſted and gone ) 
rendred him a Candidate forthe enſuing Parliament, 
and ſpplied him before with the Ability of disburſing 
5©O /, :pon account of Irsh Adven:mes towards rhe 
ſetling a Plantation in, Z/fer, in that Kingdom. Ye: 
was thisthe yery laſt remains of that acccfſional Inhe= 
ricance, he being forced ro borrow in Town here very 
precariouſly and by the mediation of friends (chough 
po greater ſum than ( 10 pounds) nay formerly ten 
{billings were acceptable ) at ſeveral times which he 
Feceived withthis inducing Expresfion ; That though 
{onetime he had made no conſcience of repaying any 
money, yet he would punQually now keep his word 3 
. *hich indeed he did juſtly obſerve; and thisan Emi 
"Dent Citizen his Friend and Schoo!-fellow bath ofcen 
declared, The !aft ſum he borrowed being very anxi- 
ouſly beſought and increated , as rifing toa 1004, 
which upon his growing Greatneſs pleaſured him,and 
and was moſt abuſefully employed in hyring Wagons 
for the Earl of Efex* Army, then adyancing againſt 
the King, Tothis conſtant and inſuperable 1ndigency 
and ebbe of Fortune was he kept and decreed to the 
brink df our Troubles, that his ruines and private mt. 
fery might the more induſtriouſly force him to the-re= 
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paration'of them, by the publick caſamicies, and then 
carry him to the mixt aluence and cxcefles of wealth 
and State- Uſurpation. 

In this new Converſation and change, he was 
grown ſo cunning , as to comply with thoſe filenc 
modes of Kindnefſes and private conveyances of 
Friendſhips, which imported him a great deal more 
then he exported, for he was yery much in the eſtecm 
of the. beſt of the Faction. | 

Nor did he omit any other duty or civility, or Offic? 
of love to any, eſpecially to thoſe of the Houſhold, as 
they chen termed the people of che Separatien ; inſo- 
-much that he had ſcrued himſelf into the affeRions of 
many wel!-meaning people , whoſe afſiftance he ob 
tained againſt his uſe for ic in his eleRion to the long 
Parliamen:  , of which preſently, 

He wasa greacRickler lixewile againſtShip-money, 
in which danger his great friend and Pa:ron Mr. 
Hambden was ſo far embarqued : ncr was he better 
aiteed to the Scotch War then growing on, as he to 
his hazard diſcovered himſelf to ſome chicf Commar - 
ders of the Eng/:ſh Army, who in their marchaga nſt 
the Scots quartered at his houſe; which D:iſcourles 
drawing ſuſpicion upon him, made him the more 
popular in thoſe parts which were generally infeRted 
with Puricaniſme, ; 

About the ſame time on Mr. Bernards coming to 
-be Recorder of the Town of Huntingdon, ſome dittc- 
rence abour precedency of place happened berween 
them, ( O/rver*s Spiric being coo highco yield ro afly 
perſon in that Town, where his Family had continued 
of the beſt rank ſome years together Jand therefore to 
ayoid the Ceflion of his Honour to ancther, he with- 
drew himſelf into the Ifle of E/y, where he.more fre- 
quently and publickly, owned h1mfelt a RENE 
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did preach in other mens as well as in his own houſe, 
accoiding as the brotherhood agreed and appointed, 

While he continued here in this faſhion, there were 
diſcourſes of new Writs ifſuing out for the Parliament 
in 1640: and about the ſame time or a little before,i: 
was the hap of one Richard T yms (ince Alderman of 
Cambridge, and a man generally known throughout 
all the lace times, having ſate in all the FanQo's there» 
of to deat a Conventicle, (as he uſually every Sunday 
rode to the Ile of Ely tothat purpoſe, having a bro- 
ther who entertained them in his courſe ) where he 
beard this Olzver, with ſuch admiration z that he 
thought there was not ſuch a precious man. in the Na- 
tion; and took ſuch a liking to him, that from that 
time he did nothing but rumina:e and meditate on the 
man and his Gifts, 

And by this ſlender wire was ſuch 2n Engine 
moved, that afterwards tore up th: Church and State; 
that the Reader will perceive his ſolicit2us buſte Fare 
caſt alwaies about to compaſs her defign of hisad- 
vancement: and all by ſuchuncouth and (rang paſſes, 
ſuch unexpeRed & ungovern'd contingency of things, 
chat ſhe hathlefc him as the only Example, whom by 
the meaneſt Offices and Artificesand P:agmatick in- 
ſinuition ſhe ever raiſed to any ſuch ſublimity, 

For this Richard Tyms before the writs were iſſurd 
out { in which time he had opportunicy of hearing 
once and again ) began to hammer in his head a pro» 
je& of getting him choſen a Burgeſs for Cambridge, 
himſelf being then but one of the 24, | and with 
this device he preſently repaired to one Mr, Wildbore

miſt likewiſezand after ſome commendatory language 
of Oliver, propounded to him che chooſing of hi

vided, Being here at the firſt charoe of che Cannon,

in the ſamequality under the Earl of Mancheſter, was 
remanded from the North to oppoſe the King,thenree 
turning victorious out of the Weſt 53 and becauſethe 
Earl of Efex had hitherto been unforcunare, therefore 
this lucky Chieftain was added as his better Star, at 
the ſecond Battel of Newbury, vithin four Months af- 
ter Marſton.

To the better eF:& of this Deſign, he borrowed 600 
foot of M. G. Brown from Abingdon, and with them 
fell preſently ro Rtormings bur was notably repulſed, 
lofing 50. men, without any ſucceſsar all ; and before 
he covld ger off was atraqued by a party of General 
Goring's Horſe, commanded by himlelf, rhen newly 
come out of the Weſt from T aunton Siege, who, be- 
ing 8s vigilant and yalorousa Commander as himſelf, 
gave Cromwel the firlt bruth he received in the War, 
raking three Colours, and Major Berhe/ priſoner, and 
ſo recurned to his formet Leagure at T awnton, 

In the mean while General Fazrfax by Order of 
the Committee of both Kingdoms of Erglarnd and 
Scotlaxd, who crdered the Condut of the War, was 
advancing into the Weſt for the relief of the ſaid 
Town of Tanrton, and, becaule the King was yet ar 
Oxford preparing to take the Field, Cromwel was 
I:fc behind in the ſame parts, where now he quarters 
ed with Major. General Brown to attend the Kings 
motion, and to impede his ConjunRures with tne 
Princes Rupert and /Zarrice, then coming with Q 
Compleat By of Hotfe our of »orceſter-fhire ; bur 
his Majeſty had equipped ſo gallant an Army, that 
Cromwel durit not venture to fight him, or retard his 
Much any whither, ſo that Fairfas was preſently 

recalled 
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recalled, and ordered to fit down before Oxford, tg 
reduce the King to the care of that place, and upon 
adyantages to. fight bim : When News came that the 
King, having joyned with the Princes, - and relicyed 
Cheſter beheged by Sir Will. Brereton, was now re- 
turning and bending his March towards the Aifoci. 
acc Counties, the heart and untouch'd ftrength of the 
Parliament Cauſe, and therefore Crommwel was ime 
mediately diſparch'd into the Ifle of Ely, with three 
Troops to ſecure that againſt any Invakton, ic being 
as the Bulwark or Fortreſs 6f thereſt, Bur the King 
diverting from that courſe, came and ſat down bee 
fore Leiceſter, and after ſummons ſtormed and took 
ji', Which put the Parliament into ſucha frighr, thar 
they commanded F airfax to riſe from Oxford, and 
preſently find our the King and fight him, who was 
now ( as he himſelf wric to the Queen ) in a better 
and more ſucceſsful condition than any ime fince the 
War, This Order Fairfax (having never ſent in 2 
ſummons to” the City , as fore=judging he ſhould 
riſe without it diſgracefully ) readily obeyed, bur

Major General Lambert, who attended the motion 
of the Scotch Army; and at Preſton, rs forcesa mounts 
ing to few more than 9000 Men, whereas the Scots 
were no leſs than 200co, gave Dake Hamilton Bute 
tle;and after a very ſhort diſpute,wherein the Exgliſh 
Force under Sir Marmaduke Largdale made him 
the greateſt Oppofition, totally routed the Scorch 
Army, taking all their Artillery, Bag and Baggage 
and ſome 90:0 priſoners, with the Duke himſelf in 
that purſuit Southwardsz whil: he followed the main 
of the flying Army Northwards, with a reſolution

they had deceived and out witted the Presbyterian, 
This peſtilence Paper Cromwel got delivered to the 
Houſe of Commons by a ſeleRt number of Officers, 
juſt as they had almoſt concluded with the King by 
a Treaty in the Ile of #:ght, to the amazement and

And here Cromwel ter.ninated and centred all the 
crooked lines of his moſt impious:Ambirion, reſol- 
ving to ftand or fall by this Conclufion;and therefore

diſpacched Col, Ewer to take the King out of the 
Cuſtody of Hammond, and carry him over to Hurſt- 
Caſtle, a molt unhealchful place, ſo did he upon no- 
tice that the Parliament had yored the Kings Cone 
ceſſion a ground-for a Peace and Setclemient of the 
Kingdom, command Coll, Pr;de, a fellow who had 
not wit enough to conſider his buſineſs, to ſeize up.

On the fourteenth of September, General (roms 

wel marched our of Edexbxrgh with 7 dajes proe 

viſion, for the Scots had not lett any manner of ſub- 
fiance berwixc that and Ster/zng, and on the 15, 
reached beyond Linl:thgow, but through bad wean 
ther was conſtrained to retreat thither that night for 


| ſhelter, the 16, to Falkirk within a mile of Sterling , 


from whence freſh Letters of the old firain were 
ſent into that City, bur the Trumpeter was nor ſuf= 
fered toenter, whereupon order was given for 2 
Rorm, bur upon better rhoughts of the danger, for 
born; ſo thaton the 19, of Sepr, they returned to 
Linltbgow, ( whither- came General Dean ro bim 
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from Shipboard , being newly arrived at Leith, 
in the Speaker Frigot) and for.ihied the Town, 
being the road way berwixt Edihgbargh and Ster= 
ling, and a ſufficient Garriſon was left to main= 
tain it, and on the 22. the Engliſh returned to E. 
dinbargh, where Col. Whalley had offered the Mi. 


 nifters (fAled to the Caſtle) leave to come out and 


Preach in their ſeveral Parithes, bat they refuſed : 
Another Cajole to the Kirk, 
Cromwel encamping and traverſing hereabouts 


with his Army, but not being able toeffeC any thing 


againſt the main Army of the Kings thatlay on Ster. 
ling.fide, reſolved co be doing witha Party that then 
lay in the Weſt of Scotland, under the Command 
of the Colonels Ker and Straughan, with whom 
Cromwel kad maintained'an open intercourſe, and 
had proffered them a Ceſfation ; driving at this, to 
take ahem off and ſubdivide the Nation in ſeveral 
partit5> And the effect of his Papers, taxing the Scots 
wich the admifſion of the King upon the old Malig- 
nant ſcore, did operate as he projected; for thereupon 
out comes 2 Declaration or Remonſtrance from theſe 
Weſtgrn fellows, full of ſawcy and treaſonable jan« 
ouage, which accordingly was yoted both by the 
Commiſſioners ofthe Kirk, and the Committee of 
Eſtates, to be ſcandalous ard ſeditious, Sir Fames Stwe 
«rt, and Sir 7ohn Chieſly, and one Mr, Leviſtos 
(who ſeemed ro countenance it) were ſtritly watch- 
ed, and Straughan taken and made Priſoner in 
Dunbarton, and after in Catheneſ-Caſtle, whence he 
eſcapedand came over tothe Engliſh at Edenburgh: 
but*ewas more the ſacred hanger of Gold, than zeal 
for Religion, made him firſt berray his King, and his 
Ccuntry after, and we; ſhall ſee all Cromwel*s Pro-

ſelytes of that Nation, both Dundaſſe, Warreſton , 
and Giffay ro loye nothing ſo much as the Mammon 
of Presbytery, 

Straughas thus removed, Major Gen, Lambert 
was ſent to prevail with Ker, either by blows or 
words, thelatter being thought as feifible as the for- 
mer 5s and accordingly on the laſt of November, has» 
ving difficultly found, and paſſed a Ford over Ham- 
bletow River, Ker got notice of it, and reſolutely fell 
into the Major Generals Quarters at a Town of that 
name z but the Horſe being ina readineſs to receive 
him, he loſt 100, Men, had his right hand almoſt 
cur off, and was taken Priſoner, and the reſt of his 
party, being five Regiments of Horſe, two whereof 
were the Earl of Caſſells, and Lord Xirconbrights , 
purſued as far as Ayre, where Commiſſary General 
Whalley was now left ro command in chief in thoſe 
Weſtern parts: (romwel had marched with his Ar- 
my this way as far as Glaſgow, in Oftober, but under- 
ſtanding or dreading the Enemy would come and 
relieve Edin#argh Caſtle with Proviſions, and anc- 
ther Governour (being in Treaty with che preſenc 
for a ſumme of money) he forthwith retired s having 
there cook and Garriſoned two Houſes, while Coll, 
Whalley took in Dalkeith, and another neſt of Moſſe- 
T roopers,yet his coming thicher hindred Major Gen. 
CHMonntgomery from marching intothoſe parts, to re= 
Cuce Ker likewiſe to his obedience to the King. 

Edinburgh-Caſtle had been beficged ſome Months 
and upwards, with little loſs on either fide, fave 
that the great Guns from the Caſtle did ſome Mif- 
chief in Edinburgh ſtreets, and one Capt. Hamilton 
was ſhotin the head with a Muſquet, as he was viev - 
iog the Caſtle, and the Morter-pieccs made” refem- 
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blance of great terrour and annoyance to the beſieg- 
ed ; a Mine was likewiſe carried on ſome 60, foot 
rhe Scone being cut all che way ; bur then they could 

roceed no further, being come to: the Rock where- 
on the Caſtle ſtands: Nevertheleſs the Derbyſhire 
Miners ( being 12, in number ) did what they could 
ro proceed, the enemy throwing Pitch and Flax, -and 
other combuſtible Ruff into the Works, Arlaſt the 
perſonated War ng ro a period, and Dundaſse 
old Levers Son in Law, pretending want of Water, 
offcred a Parley, and having premiſed a colourable 
requeſt of ren daies time, to ſend to the Commircee 
of Eſtates, by whom he faid he was intruſted, which 
he knew was tobe denyed ; after ſeveral miſſives be- 
twixc Cromwel and him, concluded the rendition of 
that moſt important place ro the Kings Service, in 
theſe Articles agreed on, betwixt Major Aberxethy 
Dundaſſesman, and Capc, Henderſonon one fide,and 
Ccll. Monch, and L. Coll. white on the other, (it 
was always before called the Maiden, it may hence» 
forth be called the Proſtitute-Caſtle) the Articles 


were as follow. 


T hat the Caſtle ſhould be ſurrendred tohis Excellency 
Oliver Cromwel, with all the Ordinances, Arms , 
41agazine, and Furniture of War thereuntobelonge« 
ing, 0n Tueſday the 24, of December. 2, That the 
Governour, Officers, aud Souldiers, ſhould marchwith 
Drums beating, &c. 1n military poftare, to (uch place 
as they ſhall appoint, 4, The publique moveables, pri-

4. That Proclamation ſhould be made for all that had 
goods intheCaſtle, to come or ſend, toowne and receive 
them. 5, All jick Officers and Souldiers, as well ſuch 
#1 burt (inreputation) to have liberty to flay in 
By Edinburgh 
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Edinburgh, 4nd the Engliſh to provide Horſes an 
Wagons for the Governonr and other Officers, aud Ho- 
ſtages ts be grven on the Scots part for performance. 

There were found in it Five French Cannon, nine 
Dutch half Cannon, two Culyerings, two demy Cul- 
verings, two Minions, two Falcons, twenty eight 
Braſs Drakes called Monkeys, two Petards, berwixt 
ſeven and eight thouſand Arms, neer 80 Barrels of 
Powder, and a like tore ef Cannon ſhot : Col, Fex- 
wick, was preſently upon the ſurrender, made Go- 
yernour of this and Leith z Sir Arthur Haſleregge , 
and Mr, Scot were preſcnr at the Rendition thereof , 
and then departed,their work being done; which that 


} it may appear for a piece of the vileſt treachery any 
| Scot ever commitred ( though Cromwel aſcribes it in

Cromwel wasagain very earneſt and intent upon 
waking or finding a way by Sterlivg, and therefore 
on the 8, of February he marciied thither again, ha-

'fino new Forces, and way-!ay their marching into 
Evgland, which was given out as the grand defign, a 


Force being left on that ſide the Water, ſufficient to 
ſuſtainany Impreſiion ofche Eygliſhg andtorthat cx- 
petition Duke Hawilton,Dake of Buckingham,l.ord 
Cl:veland, Wentworth, Wilmot,andC, Mafſeywho had 
a no\le and full:Regiment, and was to be Major Ge- 
neral, withthe-yfoble and moſt Loyal Capt, T rt and 
Co). Graves were deſigned, (rommwel as was ſaid, to 
ris purpoſe, in very tempeltuous weather reached 
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his intended paſſes, but found the approaches to them 
ſo bogey and unpaſlable, thac in the ſame ſtreſs of 
weather, his Army half ſpoiled with cold, and other 
diſcommodities, he was forced co retire again as he 
had done cwice before, ( having only alarum'd che

This was the Seat of Rebellion in chat Kingdom ,

markable, that the D:ligates of the Uniye: ity decla- 
red Hot their main deſign till they had given him his 
Oath as Chancellor, which was thought of little lecu« 


rity, but only thaithe ſolemniry of it might che bet= 
ter 
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ter mind him to whom he had given it, Henceafter 
ſome debates and publick diſputes wich the Miniſters 
viz Gilleſpy, Rutherford, &c. of Glaſcow atoreſaid, 
concerning the lawfulneſs of this Invaſions which 
he performed (1s he ſaid)in much weakneſs of (both 
Argument and ) body, ſeeing there was no drawing 
the Scot out that way to fight, which way they in. 
tended for an undiſturbed March, marched back to 
Edenburgh by the beginning of ay (and in his way 
burned down the Lady K:ljithes houſe, for holding 
Incelligence with the King ) having notice of the Ar- 
rival of his Boatsat Leith, for the tranſportation of 
bis Army into Fife, which was the laſt remedy ; the 
failure of ViRtuals in the Scotch Camp, which there- 
fore they ſhould be forced to abandon and march , 
proying a meer deluſion. 

Cromwel being at Edinbargh, having notice how 
the King lay encamped at Ster/rng , Lefhly's Foot 
quartering on the Southſide, and Middleton on the 
North- fide of che Park, encon;paſſed with » ſtone 
Wall ; and that abandance of Proviſion was brought 
in daily, ſuppoſing they would march ; drew all his 
remaining forces our ofthe Welt with as much care 
and conduRt as cold be, and encamped likewiſe in

Tacre was another thing in his eye -which trott- 
bled h1m moſt of all, and reſpiced and ſupzrſcded his 
d:fion upon the Rump, which was the Illuftrious D, 
of Glouceſter then a Priſoner ar Cartsbrook Caſtle, the 
Priſon of his Father and the Cuftody ' of himſelf ;

Whereas the late Parliament diſſolved themſelves, 
and reſigning therr powers and authorities the Governe 
ment of the Commonwealth of En:Jand,Scotland azd 
Ireland, :na Lord Protettor, aud ſacceſſive T riennial 
Parliaments ts now eſtabliſheds And whereas Oliver 
Crommel Capt. Gen, of all the Forces of this Commons 
wealth 1s declared Lord Protefor of the ſaid Nations, 
ard hath accepted thereof: We have therefore thought 
it necrfſary{ as we hereby ao)to make Publication of the 
prem:ſes.er ftriftly ro charge and command all and eve- 
rp perſon or perſons,of what qualityand condition ſoever 
1nanyof theſaidthreeNations to take notice hereof ,and 
to conform a#d ſubmit themſelves to the Government 
ſo eſtabliſhed. And all Sheriffs, Mayors, Bayliffs,&c. 
are requrred topubliſh this Proclamation, to the end 
rone may have cauſe topretend ignorance inthis behalf. 

This Miicellary of the laws, and new projeCtions,

ſome ſhews of reſpe&t and reverence from Him; 
which he more manifc{tly boaſted in the . funeral 
Expences of the learned #ſher, and this to caprate a 
Repucation of his love to Scholars, and the meek, 
mod:tt and vertuous Clergy, . The Presbyterian was 
rather tolerated than countenanced , and' yer ſuch 
of them as would comply with kis Court greatneſs, 
were much in his eye and his favour; for others of 
them he cared nct, pleafing'y exprefling himſelf 
how he had brought unccr the Pice and Arrogance 
of that Sect, waking ttiole that would allow no lt- 
berty to ochers ſite for it for themſelves, The Inde- 
pendents and Anabapri[is he loved and preferred by 
tuins, and was moſt conftant to thera, 2s the men 
tha: would and did {upport his Ulſuipation :; only he 
cul: by no means endure the Fifth, Monarchy men, 
thorgh by their dotaves he had raiſed himſelf ro 
ti; height ; and therefore Feak, and Rogers, wer: 
ty Fiz committed to priſcn 1m the Caſtie of 2/1md- 
ſor, where they continued a Jong while, and not only 
icy but he ſer Krfts the Anabapriſt whom he had ta« 
ken our of dcfign 1nto his favor, with his par'y, togc= 
ther by the ears with Feaks, to the raifirg ot a Feud 
between them , the Ballanice of his Security in the 
Government, The like he did berwixt the Presbyte- 
rian and Independent, a ſundivided Schitm from che 
Church of Exglard, as Fe- k', and Kiffins were from 
Independency; whom when out of his zeal co the U+ 
r.ity of Chriſtian Religion, he ſeemed to bring toge= 
ther, to compoſe and accommodate all Diffcrences ; 
in 
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in the near probability of ſuch expedients, he would 
divide and more irreconcilcably ſever and alienate;

Great ſhooting of Gunsac night, and Volleys of 
Acclamations, were eiven at the cloſe of this mock

ſending for them, declared and afferted four Funda- 
mentals in the Inſtrument, which they were not to 
meddle with or to alter, 1, The Government by a ſin- 
gle perſon and Parliament, 2. The Imperpetuity of 
Parliaments,or no continned ſucceſs ion of them, 2.T he 
Mila, which was his only. And 4. Liberty of con- 
ſcience ; telling them a Free Parliament was but 4 
terms 
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terms of Reciprocation, for that power which made him 
Proteitor,madethem a Parliament, axdtherefore was 
very ſorry they ſhould go about ro deſtroy the Sertlement, 
which to prevent, and ceaſe ſuch Debates (though hy 
denied any negative voice )be was neceſſitated to appoint 
a T aſt or Recognition of the Government as it was &- 
ftabliſhed (by every Member) before they ſate again. 

This bogled ac firſt three quarters of themy eſpeci- 
ally the Commonwealth-men , and thoſe of the late 
Long Parliament , ſo that of four hundred and odd 
there appeared but two hundred, but were made up 
at laſt chree hundred; for the old ones would not be 
baulked ſo, and fell afreſh vpon the ſame diſputes and 
ran out the Arcicles, reſolving to put che whole judg- 
mert.of the Houſe, upon them, into one entire Bill, 
and ſo preſent ir, but in crutch to ſpin out rune, and 
work upon the Protectors occaſions for money, whic' 
was propoſed in the H uſe, and coldly and ſlowly 
conſidered, 

J»R at their firing down, the ProteRor publiih. 
ed jeveral Ordinances, which being paſſed and bore 
date before, were to paſs as authencique as Acts by 
the Infttument ; one for paying the money into the 
Treaſury, that was raiſed for the propagation of the 
Goſpel in Wales, another for making Souldiers free 
of all Corporations, and to exerciſe any Trades ; 
Another to turn out all honeſt men under the no- 
tion of (candalous Preachers and Miniſters, Come 
mon-Prayer being their chiefeſt Impuration ;- and a 
fourth to (uryey Kings Lands, &c. and for doubling 
upon Deans and Chapters, which ſales thoſe many 
changes of power had much retarded and depretia- 
ted, The more occult cauſe of the publication of 
theſe Ordinances, was to let the Parliament under- 
M 2: ſtand 
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4r:d,chat Oliver took his Inſirament to be ina good 
£a/e, and ſufficiently warranted already, 

In this Convention Lambert laboured Tooth and 
Nail to have the Inftrumenc confirmed, for by that 
the ProteEtorate was left undermined and EleQive, 
threarning them that if this Parliament would nor, 
they would call four or five Parliaments one after 
another till it was EnaCted : ( the ſame Art of me- 
nacing which O/iver uſed co the proceeding Juno ) 
bur that not prevailing ( che Parliament diffolycd ) 
by his Intereit in the Army, He procured Addreſſes 
both from Scotlard and [reland, as well as here, 
declaring their Reſolution to Rtand by this Govern- 
men: in defence of the Protectors Life and Dignity 
292inft all Oppofiiion s which in this Stratocracy 
was to be as good a Security as Parliamentary 
Aſcot, Therc were ſome Superiour Officers , as 
Lieur, Col. Majors, and Capcains, who were yet 
for a Commonwzal:h, who had private Meetings, 
and contrived the ſeizing this Revel, and deliver 
him to the Juſtice of the Parliament: but vy Pride's 
Diſcovery, who was made privy to this buſineſs, they 

zre prevented, and their Commiſſions only taken 
away ; Cromwel nocwilling by ſeverer purithments 
to make a noiſe that there was ſuch a potent Fation 
inthe Army, 

Lambert was very officious in this matter , 25 
neither reſentizg the late affront pur upon him by 
Cromwel (when he advanced Fleetwozd in his place 
to the Sup eme Command in Jre/:nd, though with 
I:fſer Title than hear:ogated, who made magnificent 
preparation for this Inveſticture in the Lievtenant- 
ſhip, and would ſuffer no Diminucion of that Honor) 
nor ſenting his ſu:ure deſizns and cheats, as to his

promiſed Succeſſion tothe Soveraignty here? 

During thoſe ProteRoral Intregues, the King's 
Intereſt had got ſuch footing again in Exgland, that 
all, or moſt ofthe Gentlemen and Councies thereof , 
were engaged for it, and therefore while Lambert 
managed one Province, (the Aﬀairs of the Parlia- 
ment ) wherein Oliver would not deſcend fo: low, 
as to bepragmatical, and ſceptically buſie with their 
Debates againſt His power, as wreſted and uſurped 
from the people ; He was mainly.intent upon the 
proceedings of the Royalliſts, the particulars where- 
of he had betrayed ro him weekly, a conſtant cor- 
reſpondence being held betwixt him and one are 
ning a Retainer, and Under-Secretary to the King 
ac Colex, his Father being killed in his Service at 
Alresford in the year 1644, 

The price of this Treaſon was no leſs than 6000.7. 
a year, moſt wereof came to theKing by this fel- 
lows Hands, as ſentover by his and his Friends pro- 
curement, but on purpoſe by ſo notable a ſervice 
in the Kings neceſſities, ro ſcrue himſelf into the 
ſecrets of His Majeſties deſigns, 

Hence came the weſtern Allociation and Attempt 
of the Noble Pe»rnddock in the Weſt, to be ſo ſud- 
devly defeate:', with che like InſurreRions in fevc- 
ral parts of Exgland jn the year 1654, For va 
certain notice of the daies appointed tor their Ri. 
fing, Cromwel to be before hand with them gave out 
ſuppoſed and falſe daies, and made the like Appea- 
rances, particularly at Shrew:bary;z by*which means 
theconfederates came to conceive there was ſome Trea= 
chery among themſelves, and did then wiſely defift 
from the danger of taking publique Arms againſt 
him; For a fuller accompt of all which, I — 
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fer the Reader to the Hiſtories of the Times lately 
publiſhed, rhongh I ſhould take notice of his Crucl- 
ty againſt thoſe unfortunate Gentlemen, . 
The Event of this, by which he had over. reached 
the King in his own Defigns, and the Hopes of his 
rich ſucceſſes in the Weſt-Indtes (by robbing another 
Prince) whither his Fleet and Army under General 
Pex and Yexables was now arrived, which alſol ſhall 
only mention, for the Story 1s trite and vulgar ) 
made Olrver moſt blith and confident, and his Court 
of Beggers, and ſuch like mean people, very gay and 
jocund : A great deal of State was now uſed towards 
him, and che Freech Cringe, and other ceremonious 
pieces of gallantry and good* deportment, which 
were. thought unchriſtian and ſavouring of Carnae 
lity, introduced in place of auſtere and down looks, 
and the filenr Murnmery of ftarched and Hypocii- 
tical gravity, the only becoming Dreſs ( forlooth ) 
of P.ety and Religion, He had nowa Guard of H1/. 
berdtersin gray Coats, welecd with black Velvet ; 
over whom walter Strickland was Captain ; anda 
L-1d Chamberlain Six G:/vert Pickering; Two Ma. 
fters of requetts, Mr. Bacon and Mr, Sadler ; a Mas. 
{ter of his Horſe, his Son C/aypoole ; and generally 
all Officersof Honour both co his own perſon, and 
his Wives; who very frugally H i{wifed 1t, and wovld 
nicely and finically tax the expenſiye unchrifcineſs 
(2s ſaid the) of the Orcher Woman who lived there 
before her. But I muſt not engage here in her im- 
P——_ though a many pretty tories ſhall 
appily be told of this obſolete Prenceſs.

of his Fortunes, His Cuſtome” was now to divert 
himſelf frequently at Hampton. Comrt, (which he had 
ſaved from Sale, with other Houſes of the Kings 
for his own Greatneſs) whither he went and came 
in poſt with his Guards behind and before, as not 
yet ſecure of hisLife from the juſtice of ſome 
avenging hand ; Here he uſed to hunt,and at the fall 
of a Deer, Where he would be ſure ro be preſent , 
embrue his hands in the blood of it, and therewith 
aſperſe and ſprinkle the Attendants: and ſometimes 
ro cokes the nejghbouring Ruſticks, give them a 
Buck he had hunted, and money to drink witb it; 
His own Diet was very ſpare and not ſo curious, 
except in publick Treatments, which were con 
Rantly given every Monday in the Week, to all the 
Officers of the Army not belowa Captain, where 
he dined with them, and ſhewed a hundred Antick 
Tricks, as throwing of Cuſhions, and putting live 
Coals into their Pockets and Boots : a Table being 
likewiſe ſpread every day of the week for ſuch Of- 
ficers as ſhould caſuaily come to Court : and this 
was his ereate(t Expence, which and other charges 
of the Governmer.t, he levied as yet by his and his 
Councils Ordinances, as duly and reſpeRtfully obey . 
cd as Acts of Parliament, 

With theſe Officers while he ſeemed to diſport 
himſelf, taking of his Drink freely; and opening 
himſelf every way to the moſt free familiarity, He 
did meerly lye at the Catch of what ſhould incogi- 
tantly and with ſuch unſuſpeRed provocation fall 
from their Mouths ; which he would be ſure to re» 
cord and lay up2gainſt his occaſion of reducing 
them to the Speakers memory, who were never !ike 
toforget the prejudice and damage they had incur- 
red 
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red by ſuch looſe Diſcoyeries of their Minds and 
Inclinations. 

He was a great Loyer of Muſick, and entertain. 
ed the moſt skilful in that Science in his pay and

and that private Cromwel yet governed Prince Ot.

a Poer too, who very eleoantly ſang his Marſton- 
Aoor Emvixcer, bur with more misfortune than 
others, who made the Muſes layes to his Triu mphs, 
and Pegaſus to draw his Chariot,

which they might not do, nor which they did not 
ſuch an Arbitrary yaſt power they had fromthe Pro. 
retor, To thispurpoſea M. G., Office was erected 
in Fleerftreet,as other Courts had, where theſe Recog- 
nizances were entred, and all other the like Afﬀairs, 
dependencies, and concernsthereofentred and recor= 
ded ; by this means the Tyrant intended to inform 
himſelf of che value and quality of every eſtate and 
perſon, together with the number of that party in 
every County throughout the Kingdome. Moſt of 
thoſe Loyal perſons formerly ſecured were hereup- 
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on ſet at liberty, but by another 20 Mile Proclamas 
tion driven into the Country, into the bounds of the 
ſeveral Major Generals, who preſently took COgNi- 
zance'of them, and ſummoned them to their reſpe. 
&ive Reſidences : they ſate ſometimes without, o- 
ther times with ſome of the old Committees, where 
they received accounts of Eſtates, which were rai- 
ted to the tenth penny yearly. Somebought off thar 
Tax and incumbrance by a preſent Sum ; at three 
yea:s purchaſe, which was very acceptablcz for money 
was che thing the Uſurper wanted : others looked for 
a ncerer Redemption, and to be conſtrained to that 
payment; the well atfeCted and+godly people yoiced 
chis co be a juſt and reaſonable impoſition s for when 
{hould chey be at quiet, and enjoy themſelves in the 
goods they had gar, free from the. intertupting en- 
deavorr of this old and reſtleſs Enemy ? ſo that there 
wanted not Abetrors and Afiſtants to this moſt reli- 
gious work of the Major Generals; who had ordered 
- 3n the firſt place, that no Cavalier ſhould keep or 
wear either arms offenſive qrdefenfive ; bur fireight- 
wayes deliver them, {o that they lay at the mercy of 
whemſoever they met, and at the Diſcretion and 
charicy'of whomſoeyer reſorted to their Houſes, for 
what they had left, D . 

The Barbareus Cruelty and Seytrity of theſe Ba- 
fhawes, t> the Orthodox Clergy, while with the Hot. 
»eſs of the perſecution it ſuffocated the true Relj- 
vion, did warm and fofter the yiperous brood of 
Seas and Hereſies into monſtrous Iuxuriances z For 
beſides the Ranter, who at this time began co infeft 
the Church , and mukiply exceedingly, and (the 
Socinian, who denied the Divinicy of Chriſ#-; one 
Bile ocing infamous for thoſe impious opinions,

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as Erbury formerly a Miniſter for Ranting-z the 
Quakers appeared like Locafts, and-overſpread the 
whole Kingdom, even to the Diſquiet of Ol/ryer 
himſelf, who could riot endure co hear of their Anti« 
Magiſterial principles, the Schiſme conſiſting chief. 
ly-of ſuch as bad-becn of the Army or rebel FaQion, 
The Heighth of thas Phrenzy and Deluſion ſo poſleſ- 
ſed the havghty mind of one Fames Naylor ( as if 
Pride and Ambitiorewere che raigning ſecular fins ) 
chat he'fancied himſelf co be our Saviour, procuring 
ſuch Worſhip-to be done him, as was due only to 
thac- bleſſed Divimity. This blaſphemous Im :oſtor 
was ſeverely, puniſhed by the conſent of- Oliver 
(who perceived Lambert, whoſe Souldier this was 
formerly, to- (tickle for him on defign to cajole his 
party: )Buc not from any ſenſe of this Impterty, and 
zcaltd Chriſt orhis Worſhip ; for he had lately truck 
a-Bargainwith the Frews that devy him, but the Minie 
ſtets whb were to diſpute with Ber Iſrae[their Agent 
contrary to command diſſenting from his coyetous 
projet, He only gulled them of their earneſt mony.

: Asto the Levellers, he had lately diſcoyered their 
practices and combinations agair(t 'him, and had 
lizewiſe clapt vp the chief ofthem z one Major W1ld- 
241 in,order to his Tryal being taken at Aſarlebo. 
roxgh, inditing and drawing Declarations againſt 
him 3 ſo that they were at a Rand and a lofſe whica

And next as 
the grand and Liminary work to Oliver's R-galiry, 
Ar Aft for the renouncing the Title of his Majeſty, 
and th: whole Line of Kyng James s ſeconded with 
ano: hcr for the Securicy of His Highneſs perſon, in 
which chey alledged the Peace and ſafety of the Na- 
tlon'w2s bound up, | 

Ari thar this might appear more neceſſary and 
opport::;ne, a Plot was hatched by Cromwel and 
T harloe , for further quaſhing all Levelling and 
Fifth Monarchy defigns againſt that party ; a Book 
had likewiſe been lately divulged, Ryled Killing us 
Aurther, wherein it was proved, that 1t was moſt 
Jawful, juſt, neceſſary and honourable to kill him, 
and this printed with the Name of one Aller a die 
banded Levyeller, bur ſo politely and learnedly write 
ten, that it intimated a more ex2& and curious hand; 
whoſoever it was, it ſcared Cromwel almoſt out of his 
Wits, and made him berake himſcIf ro perventionary 
Artifices, and fright' afſ:ſſinaces with his Severity 
againſt the Suppoſitious Authors of pretended dan- 

ers. 

: This Scare-Crow was one Miles Syndercombe a 
disb:nd of Overtor's in Scotland by General Afonch, 
a Ley:ll:r and Fifch- Monarchiſt, both which-par- 
ties he conjoyned in this trap, asmoſt feared by himy 
by the wily Arts of Tharloe, who ſer one Cecil and 
T oop of CrommePs Life-Guard, to urge this Male- 
content inco a Conſpiracy of che Proteozs Death, 
This was readily afſented rogand ſeveral Engines and 
Inſtruments fixed for that purpoſe and places aj- 
pointed, and whitehal Chappel to be fired ; all 
which was from time to time diſcovered, and Syn- 


dercombe afther the laſt yain experiment,ſcized & ar- 
xraigned 
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xaigned, and after a careleſs defence conviRed fand 
ſentenced for Treaſon, which he avoided (as the Coe 
roners Jury gave their Verdit) by poyſonins him- 
ſelf in the Tower the night before his Execution, and 
was drawn at a Horſe Tailto Tower-hill, and inbumed 
and a Stake driven through him under the Scaffold.

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The ſuitable policical calk of the party of the 3 
ſurper, was nowengaged inſtrained Arguments , for 
a Monarchy in the perion of-this their Ring-leader 
and this Maxime was broach'd in the News. Book , 
That chere was no everlaſting principle in Goyern- 
ment as to any particular form, that Goyernment 
is buc a cemporary expedient, that it is like U/trma 
tabula poſt Nanfragiur, in the hazard of che 
Commonewealth the next ſhift may be made uſe of, 
The ſame was the inſpired reaſon into the Humble 
Petition and Advice, which after ſeveral debates 
and reſolutions was drawn into that Conſiſtency , 
the main whereof was to defire the ProteRor to 
change that Title for the other. of King. Onthe 9. 
of April the Parliament , having defired a'Meet- 
ing with him, came to the Banqueting-Hoauſe in 
whitehall, where Sir T homas w.ddri»gton ina Speech 
commended the Title and Office of a King, as ſet. 
led here with Chriſtianity, approved by our Anceſt. 
ors, conſiſting with our Laws and Temper of the 
people, and then preſented him with the Module 
of the Humble Petition, ec, To this tender, Crommwel 
ina fit of Devotion, anſwered, T hat ir was a weighty 
matter, and therefore deſired ſpace toſerk God, that 
zhe charge laid upon him was too great for him tobear 
without his Aſſiſtance ; that the Engliſhwerethebeſt 
people in the world, and required therefore all tender- 
neſs ard conſideration of their Liberties, Wc. 

Thenexr day a Committee was appointed to at- 
tend him, and receive his Anſwer, which being in«

This 4nas thecritical Time, andrhe very JunAue 
of his accompliſhment of all his projections upon 
the Crown, which now ſeemed to court his Brows 
by the complemental tender of a Parliament ſo 
pick'd and culPdto his purpoſe. But ic plenſed 
God to reſcue the Honour and Majeſty of England 
from the profanation of his Temples, by ſome ſud. 
den emergent dangers, and ſuſpicion he raiſed in 
his Breaſt, and to elude his Royal Phantaſms with 
Rival and Democratick apparitions : His Oracles 
now ceaſed, and a lying Spirit was in the mouth of 
his Prophets, who in their preachments harped upon 
this Subjet, Now that the Reader may know how 
the whole myſtery and cabal of this Buſineſs was

Aﬀeer- many mectings and conferences together 
at Whitehall, the Commiſſioners being impowered 
to receive his Highneffes Scruples, at hisrequeſt (che 
whole Atfair being managed wich Royal State and 
reſpeR to him) they came totheſe Deſpures, Ir was 
alledged by the Committee who were to offer and 
make play, that the Title of King had been cone 
firmed by alt parliaments, for r 300 years, and the 
perſon, not the name diſpleaſing to any. of them ;

To theſe it was replied, That the Title ought to

-And laſtly,to his Argutnent of diſs 
pleaſitig many godly men,and that providence ſeems 
ed to croſs the IntroduQion of the Kingly Office by a 
ſeven years overthrow of it $ He was anſwered that 
the ReduRion of che Common-wealth to Monarchy, 
was a greater A than from Monarchy to the Pros 
teRorate z That in all Governments ſome men would 
be unſatisfied, and chat therefore his ſateſt way would 
be to rely on this Secclement by the Parliament, But 
after all Cromwels fears ſurmounted his ambition; 
and he told them in a long Harangae, that he could 
hot accept the Title of King ic being againſt his 
Conſcience, 


The ProteRtor having refuſed the Tire of Kitig

T hat he came thither that dey,not as to aT riumph 
but with the moſt ſerious thoughts that ever he had in 
all his life,being to nndertake ove of the greateſt bur- 
thens,that ever was laid upon the back of any hamane 
Creature ; ſo that without the ſupport of the Al- 
mighty he muſt ink nnder the weight of it,tothe dam- 
age andprejudice of theſe Nations, T his being ſo, he 
wuſl ah help of the Parliament,and of thoſe that fear 
God,that bytheir Prayers he might recerve aſjſtance 
from God : for nothing elſe could enable him ta the 
difcharge of fo great a duty and truſt, 

T hat ſeeing thists but an IntroduFtion tothe carry. 
3ng on of the Government of theſe Nations, and ther: 
being many things which cannot be ſupplied, without 
the aſitance of the Parliament, it was hu duty toa 
their help in them; not that he doubted, for theſancY} 5, 
Spirit,that had led the Parliament to this, wonld cal) E: 
ſuggeſt the ſame to them. For hi part nothing woullſ 
have induced him to take this unſupportable burthenY C, 
ro fleſh and bloud, but that he had ſeen tn the Parlia-l th, 
2,4nt agreat care of thoſe things,which might really 
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anſwer the ends that were engaged for, and make 
clearly for the Liberty of the Nations, and for the in- 
tereſt and preſervation of all ſuch as fear God under 
various forms, And if theſe Nations be not tharkful 
to them for their Care therein,it will fall as a for up- 
#n their heads. 

Tet there are ſor things wanting that tend to Re 
formation, to the diſcomntenancing vice, and encou« 
ragement of vertue; but he ſpake not this as in the 
leaſt donbting thesr Progreſs, but as one that doth 
heartily defire, to the end God may (rowntheir work , 
that 1n their own time, and with what ſpeed they 
judg fit, theſe things maybe provided for, 

There remained only the Solemnity of the Inau. 
guration or Inyeſtiture, which being agreed upon 
by the Committee and the Prote&or, was by the 
Parliament appointed to be performed in Weftmine 
fter-Hall ; here at the upper end whereof, therewas 
an Aſcent raiſedywhere a Chair and Canopy of State 
was ſet, and a Table with another Chair for the 
Speaker, with Seats built Scaffold-wiſe for the Par. 
liament on both (ides ; and places belovy for the Als 
dermen of Loxdoy, and the like, All which being 
in a readineſs, the ProteRor came out of a Room 
adjoyning to the Lords Houſe, and in this order 
proceeded into the Hall, Firſt went his Gentlemen, 
then a Herald ; nes: the Aldermen, another Herald, 
the Attorney General g then the Judges ( of whom 


Serjeant Hill was one, being made a Baron of the

© Then the Speaker ( Sir Thomas Widdrington)- in 
the name of the' Parliament, preſerited ro him a 
Rove of Purple=Velye', a Bible, a Sword, and a 
Scepter, at the Delivery of theſe things, the Speaker 
made'a thort Comment upon them to the Protector, 
which he divided into four parts as followerh.

Sea, Government and Peoplz of the 
three Nations to the 'protetion of God. - Whith 
being ended, : the Heralds by .Trumpers'prockimed 
1s Highneſs Protetor of England, Scotland, and 
Tre/and, 'and'the Dominions theretnto belonging: 
requiring all:perfons to yield him due obedience. 
Ac che end of all,the Prote&or with his Train'carried

He was no ſooner rid of the danger of this, but 
he was pttpz)cd with Lambert's Cabal, who had in- 
veioled and almoſt debauch*d Fleetwaad and Desboe 
rough, (romwel's neareſt Relations with his bur emuy 
} us precended Democratick principles {othat Crom. 
wel ( laving diffolved che Parliamenc at their acceſs 
in January, whtn according to the new Inſtrument 
they met ina ſull Houſe,and began,and were reſolved 
roundo all again that had paſſed during their Seclufis 
on,nor would own the other Fuſe of upſtarc Mechas 
nick Lords, but flew ſo high as the brjoging O/zwer 
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into queſtion for thoſe confuſions of the State ) was 
now1n as tickliſh a condition asever : therefore Lame 
bert masgently laid afide, and his Commiſſion taken 
from him,and his Regimentsdiſpoſed co better hands, 
and Spies and Eves-droppers diſperſed through the 
Army to give him Intelligence of their AﬀeRions 
and Inclinations, 

This made him moſt ſuſpiciouſly fearful, ſo that he 
began to dread every perſon or ſtrange face he ſaw 
( which he would anxioufly and intently view ) foran

Cuſtom to ſhift and change his Lodging, to which he

yate weapons z and was now of more than difficult ac» 
ceſs toall perſons, 

A Plot was again on foot,and like a Mongril defign 
chat had no iflue,was made up one half by the Cava- 
her, & the other half by himſelf(who was ſure not to 
be behind handin ſuch defigns) for which Sir Hear 
Slingsby and Dr. Hewyt, and three other priyate per-

ing mage Goyernour thereof: which Fam conftrain. 
ed co paſs without any further remark, and from the 
height of this glory, level him with tne duft of ocher

The Kingdom was now almoſt ſupified and tired 
out with ſtrugling againſt his Government and Dos. 
minations when it pleaſed God to call him to'ac. 
count of all thar Miſchief he had perperrated-; uſhe- 
ring his End. with a great Whale ſome three months 
before,on che 2 of F4ze,that came up as far as Green» 
wich, and was there killed, and more immediately by 
a terrible Storm of wind, chat prognofticks.that the 
orcat Leviathas of. men, that Tempeſt and overthrow 
of Government, was now going to hisown place... 

He was taken fick at Hampton-Coaurt, having not

were moſt of -his Relations taint-free of thoſe prin- 

Eiplcs, were but winding towards them: ) . the di'- 
.<:\e was a baſtard Tertian which appeared: nor at 
hiſt ofany danger,but after a, weeks time it began to 
thew ve:y deſperate Symptorrs 3 wherefore.he was 
removed to Whitehall, where his Chaplains and 0- 

thers of that pious Fam1ly, kep: private meetings and 

Fats for his recovery; of which thcy were ſo vainly 

confident that they obtruded their unſeaſonable 

thanks to God for the certainty of ir, and with'the 
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fame unſeaſonable Alattery and pick-thank with the 
ProteRor, deluded him into the like perſwaſion, fo 
that he told his Phyſicians, He ſhould not die this bout, 
but the Firs proving worſe and worſe, and cauling 
himtotalk idlely,andtofaint often ; They in Coun- 
cil concluded, he could ſcarce ſurvive another Pa- 
roxyſm; at which the Privy Council bcing aſtonith< 
ed, they immediately repaired to him abour his ſcr= 
ling a Succeſſor, whom by. the Perition he was to'de- 
Elare in his lite-rime; but he was then ſcarce then him- 
ſelf, which they perceiving, interrogated him, if ke 
appointed not his Son Richard 2 whereunto he 'an- 
ſwerdin the Aﬀicniative, It was ſuppoſed that he had 
defiened Fleetwood in his ultimate choughts,* bur the 
diſtra&ion of the choice berwixt his Son and Son in 
Law, had made him leave ic undetermined (a private

Continuing in' this condicion, hedied on Friday ths

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Rinking, that after the Eorps'were-Embalmed and 
filled with Aromatick Odours, and wrapt in Cere- 
cloth, fix double, in an inner ſheat of Lead, and a 
Rrong Wooden: Coffin, yer the filth broke through 
them all, and raiſed ſuch a nczſome ſtink, that they 
were forced to bury him our of hand z bur his-name 
and memory ftinks worſe, ; 

The Corps (preſently after his expiration) being 
buried for the aforeſaid reaſon, a Coffin was on the 
26 of September, about 10 at night privately remoe. 
ved f om Whitehall in a Mourning Herſe, atcen- 
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ded by his Domeſtick Servants, none of whom ſhed 
one Tear, to Somerſet- Houſe, where it remained in 
privatefor ſome days, till all chings were in readineſs 
for publick view 5 which being accompliſhed, his Ef. 
fioies was with great ſtate and magnificence expoſed 
openly ; multicudesdaily flocking to ſeethefight which 
appeared in this order, 

The firſt room where the SpeQators entred, was 
wholly hung with Black : art the upper end whereof, 
was placed a Cloth and Chair of State : In likemans 
ner was the ſecond and third, all having Scutcheons 
very thick upon the Walls, and Guards of Partizans 
placed in each room for people to paſs through, The 
fourth room was compleatly hung with black Velyer 
the Cicling being of the ſame; here lay the Effigies 
witha large Canopy of black Velyet fringed, which 
hung over.ic. The Waxen Picture lying upon itsback 
apparrell'd in a rich ſuit of Velvet, robed in a little 
Robe of Purple Velyer, laced with a rich Gold Lace, 
fur'd with Ermineszupon the Kirtle was a larg: Robe 
of Purple Yelyet, . laced and fur'd as the former, 
with rich ſtrings and taſſelsof Gold, The Kirtle was 
girt with a rich embroidered Belc, wherein was a 
Sword bravely gilt and hatched with Gold, which 
hung by the {ide of this fine thing, In the righthand 
was a Scepter, in the lefra Globz. upon his head was 
placed a Purple. Velyer Cap furred wich Ermines, 
ſutable to the Robes z behind the head was placed a 
rich Chair of Tifſued Gold, whereon was placed an 
Imperial Crown which lay high thatthe people might 
behold it, The Bcd of State whereon he lay,vyas cove- 
red yvitha large Pall of black Velyet, under vyhich 
vyas a Holland Sheet, born up by fix tools coyered 
yyith Gloth of Gold, Avour the Bd yyas placed 2 
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compleat Sare of Arms, and at the feet of the Effigies 
ſtood his Creſt. This Bed had fixt about it an Aſcent 
of two ſteps, a liccle from thence ſtood 8, filyer Can» 
dlefticks, about 5, foot high, with white wax Tapers 
ſtanding in them,of three foot long, All cheſe things 
were enyironed with Rails and Ballafters fourſquare 
covered with Velyet ; at each corner thereof was e« 
reed an upright pillar, which boreon their tops Li- 
ons and Dragons, who held in their paws Screamers 
crowned, On both fades of che Bed wereſer up in Soc- 
kets, four great Standards of the ProteQors Arms, 
with Banners and Banrols of War,painted upon Tafe 
faty,abour the Bed ſtood men in mourning bearhead= 
ed; and without the Rails others to receive people 
in, and turn them outagain, | 

When this ſhew had been ſcen for many weeks to=- 
oether, the Scene was then altered z the Efhigies teing 
removed into another room,ir was chefke ſet upsſtande 
ing upon an Aſcent under a Cloath of State; being 
veſted as it was before, lying: only now his purple« 
Velvet-Cap waschanged fora Crown, In theſame 
manner ( as formerly ) were men waiting upon him 
Ltare-headed, In this marnerhe continued until the 
2 3.of Nov, which day was appointed to carry him in 
Solemnity to Weſtminſter- Hall, 

This great Funeral was performed with very great 
Rate,in this manner following. All things beivg in 


readineſs, the waxen PiQure of the ProteRor (with a 


Crown on his head,a Sword by his fide,a Globe and 
Scepter in his hands) wastaken down from his ftand-: 
ing, and laid in an open Charior, covered all oyer 
wich black Velyer, and adorned with moſt gaudy and 
fanting Plumes and Scurcheons,and drawn by 6,hor- 
ſes m black Yelyer, The S:reets from Somerſet=Hoaſe 
£0 
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to Weſtminſter: Abby,were guarded by Soldiers innew 


Red-coars and Black Butrons,' with their Enfſigns 
-wrapt in Cypreſs 3 which made a Lane to keep off 
Spectators from crouding the Actors, 
The Proceſſion, | 

In the firſt place went a Marſhal attended by his De- 
puty,and 13 moreou Horſeback tocleartheway; after 
him followed the poor men of Weitminſter by two and 
two i Mourning Gowns and Hoods, next to them, 
the ſervants of thoſe perſons of Quality that attended 
the Funeral.T heſe were followed by the Proteflors late 
domeſtick Servants, with his Barge-men and Water- 
wenT hen came the Servants of the Lord Mayor and 
Sheriffs of London. Following them,were Gentlemen 
Attendants 0n Foraign Ambaſſ adors and Publick Mi. 
xiſters, eAfter marched the poor Knights of Windſor 
1 Gowns and Boods: then the Clerks,Secretaries,aud 
Officers of the Army,Admiralty,Treaſury, Navy, and 
Exchequer : next,the Commiſoners of the Exciſe,of 
the Army,and Committee of the Navy Then the Com-

Next came the Chief Monurner, And to 
conclude all, came the Horſe of Honogr, invery rich 
Trappings imbroidered on crimſon Veivet,and adorned 
with white,redand yellow plumes of Feathers,beingled 
by the Maſter of tho Horſe, The Rear of this brave 
fhew was brought up by the Proteftors guard of Hal- 
berdiers,the Warder: of theTower and aT roop of Hor ſe: 
The Efhgies in this manner being brought ro the 
Weſt.Gare of the Abby-Church of Weſtminſter, ic 
was taken from che Chariot by ren Gentlemen, who 
carried ic to the Eaſt.end of the Church, and there 
placed the PiAure in a moſt magnificent Structure, 
built in the ſame form as one before had been(on the 
like occaſion)for K.-Femes, bur much more ſtately, 
And here he lodgedand »ſarped a grave, the imp1e 
tient SpeCtarors fretting at this pompous Mmmery 
and Magnificent Cheat, taking his Funeral Triumphs 
for a more ſolemn Cozexage of the Executioner, rill 
the due inevitable Juſtice of Heaven found him our , 
afrer ,the reduRtion of His. Sacred Majeſty. in. peace 
to His Kingdoms, which would very difliculty have 
been accomp!i hed, ifthis reſoluc deſtroyer kad ſurvis 
veg to that bleſſed time, 
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On the ©. day of Fanuary, 1650, that day 12 
years of his moſt nefarious parricide,his Carcaſs with 
Bradſhaws and Iretons, having been digged out of 
cheir Graves, were cartied to the Red=Lyox in Hol: 
bors, and from thence drawn in Sledges ro Tyburr, 
where they hanged from Ten of the Clock in the 
Morning till Sunſet, with their Faces towards White. 
ball, and werethen inhumed under the Gallows, and 
his Head ſer upon Weffminſter-Hall to be the beco« 
ming SpeCtacle of his Treaſon, where on that Pinacle
